“7s Town Planning and Improvements Committee 
of the City of Westminster have now submitted 
their report on the part this area might take in the general 
redevelopment of London. They naturally took as their 
starting point the L.C.C. plans, but also consulted Sir 
Charles Bressey, Mr. H. Alker Tripp, Mr. W. R. 
Davidge and Mr. Austen Hall. 

In many cases unqualified agreement with the L.C.C. 
proposals is indicated, but in others the attitude of the 
Westminster Committee will be rather disappointing to 
the enthusiastic town planner, tending towards caution 
and a consequent whittling down of the L.C.C. scheme 
in several of its more important features. Nor are any 
very definite alternative plans offered, where those 
already before the public are considered as doubtful or 
are adversely criticised; it is, however, apparently 
intended that the present report may be followed up 
by more detailed planning for certain districts, such a3 
the West End shopping, restaurant and amusement area 
between Oxford-street and the line of Pall Mall and the 
Strand. 

The Committee very naturally reserves its opinion 
as to the L.O.C, suggestion of a population density of 136 
persons to the acre for this part of London, as at present, 
owing to the group of parks falling within the West- 
minster boundaries, the present density is rather under 
50 to the acre,,and though a well-studied plan might 
legitimately provide for an increase in this, such a drastic 
difference involving intensive building on the area 
available is undoubtedly open to question. 

An important factor in the question of rehousing is 
the high proportion of large and lofty residences which 
are no longer suitable for occupation by reason of the 
arrang2ment and scale of their design. We propose to 
return to this problem at a future date as it is one very 
seriously exercising the minds of the Westminster 
Council and others similarly placed. In addition, it is 
felt that despite the proportion of open spaces in the 
ratio of 6 acres per 1,000 people, their distribution at a 
distance from the Pimlico area demands that this 
should have further provision, more especially for the 
use of children. 

In view of the programme for redevelopment visua- 
lised by the Committee it is felt to be urgent that the 
additional roads and the improvements in the plans 
incidental to these should be settled without delay by 
consultations with the. authorities interested. In 
general, the main routes laid down in the L.C.C. plan 
are accepted, but it is recommended that if the tunnel 
from Victoria Station to join the Embankment near 
Charing Cross were adopted it should be extended 
and the positions of its entrances reconsidered. The 
degree to which it is proposed to by-pass Oxford-street 
and Regent-street is challenged ; the route from Padding- 
ton to Chelsea Bridge is not approved and that from 
Marble Arch to Vauxhall Bridge is also thought to 
demand further consideration. The route from Storey’s 
Gate to Vauxhall Bridge is regarded as unsatisfactory ; 
it is thought preferable to provide in lieu of this a tunnel 
under the road between the Houses of Parliament and 
Westminster Abbey. In connection with this part of 


, over the Thames. 


the plan, termed the Westminster Precinct, the area 
enclosed is criticised as much too large, cutting off a 
good many commercial and residential premises from 
convenient access to public transport. 

We now come to the proposals for additional bridges 
The necessity for bridges at Charing 
Cross and the Temple is questioned and the effect of 
the connections with the low-level Embankment 
disliked ; it is thought that in any case a bridge at the 
Temple should cross over the Embankment as at 
Waterloo. It is suggested that consideration might be 
given to a bridge west of that at Vauxhall. It is 
important that this committee does not agree with 
the general opinion that the’Charing Cross terminal 
station is superfluous, though regarding it as possible 
that it might be transferred underground as a through 
station with extensions to serve the West End. 

The idea that it might be practicable to remove 
Covent Garden market to another position seems to 
frighten the committee, which regards such a drastic 
step as endangering a long-established and complex 
organisation and so disturbing existing financial and 
social arrangements as to make this change most 
unwise. At most it is prepared to contemplate some 
gradual mode of transfer, which may be a reasonable 
attitude, as in any case this would spread over a number 
of years, but it is difficult to imagine that a condition 
of affairs which has so obviously outstayed its initial - 
usefulness should be accepted as a permanent feature 
in London’s economic structure, and it is surprising 
to find the Westminster Council in the position of 
devil’s advocate. It is to be feared that the loss of, 
rateable value, probably not an ultimate one but 
which would unquestionably occur during a period of 
removal, has exercised a definite influence on the _ 
opinion as to the policy in this case. ; 

The only statement on the housing problem is that 
the density of 200. people per net acre and possible 
development in the form of eight and ten-storey flats 
indicated in the L.C.C, scheme, is not acceptable and 
considerations of a detailed programme must be re- 
served pending the securing of further information and 
a careful study of this. Some clue to what will be 
required is offered in the references to the type of 
residents which may occupy the Westminster area in 
the future. A decline is expected in those of the 
“rentier” class maintaining a “town house,” but an 
increased demand for flats and smaller houses, par- 


‘ticularly for those in Government service, and by 


reason of the special amenities Westminster offers to 
those who prefer to live near the heart of the Metropolis, 
but who will no longer find it practicable to keep up 
large and costly establishments; at the same time a 
careful allocation of areas will be made for those re- 
quiring homes at lower rentals and those for whom 
subsidised dwellings should be provided. _ 

The other features of the L.C.C. report are briefly 
referred to, but in general the opinion of the committee 
is that intensive study in detail is the dominating 
need before much of the programme can -be- imple- 
mented.

War Damage Pamphlet Revised. 

ADVANTAGE has been taken of the need 
for reprinting the War Damage Com- 
mission’s explanatory pamphlet C.1/A 
to revise the publication. Changes in 
the law resulting from the War Damage 
ager Acts passed since 1941, and 
the recent Treasury direction dealing in 
particula: with the position of damaged 
or. destroyed post-1914 houses, have had 
the effect of widening the benefits con- 
ferred on the owners of land and build- 
ings. The revised pamphlet sets out in 
simple terms the procedure. consequent 
upon these changes, and experience of 
the working of the Acts (now consoli- 
dated as the War Damage Act of 1943) 
indicated a number of other respects in 
which its adviée has been rendered more 
clear and up-to-date. There has «now, 
#oo, been added a short informative state- 
ment on the rights of tenants under the 
Landlord and Tenant War Damage Acts, 
1939 and 1941. 

C.1/A is provided free to every appli- 
cant who requires Form C.1 on which to 
notify damage to land or buildings.

Government Housing Executive Proposed. 

Mr. Davi W. Situ, addressing the 


annual meeting of the Leeds Property 
Owners’ Association recently, said that 
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the -great timber-producing countries 
of Northern Europe and North America 
would be in urgent need of export trade 
as soon as shipping was available, and 
any housing plan which did not put in the 
forefront the immediate promotion of trade 
arrangements for the exchange of British 
coal and textiles, particularly needed by 
the liberated countries, for timber and 
other housing materials, would be incom- 
plete and unsatisfying. 

He advocated the setting up of an ade- 
quately empowered housing executive 
representing the Ministry of Health, the 
Defence Departments (to advise on the 
lessons of the war), the Board of Trade 
(to advise on trade agreements affecting 
housing materials), the Ministry of Labour, 
the Ministry of Transport (to advise on 
siting), and the lending institutions, in- 
cluding the building societies.

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A NATIONAL WATER 
POLICY 


Proposats for ensuring that all reason- 
able needs for water by householders, 
industry and agriculture “can in future 
be met—and met speedily and without 
avoidable waste’’ are made in a White 
Paper (Cmd. 6515, H.M. Stationery 
Offices, 7d., post free), presented to Par- 
liament on ril 18, by the Minister of 
Health, the Minister of: Agriculture and 
Fisheries, and the Secretary of State for 
Scotland. The main proposals are sum- 
marised as follows :— 

The Health Minister, whose powers 
are at present vague and ill-defined, to be 
given the express statutory duty of pro- 
moting the provision of adequate water 
supplies and the conservation of water 
resources. 

Central planning of water policy to be 
the function of the Health Ministers; to 
be based on comprehensive information, 
systematically collected and assessed 
(through the Inland Water Survey, 
Regional Advisory Water Committees 
and otherwise), regarding water re- 
sources and needs; and to be applied by 
a simplified system of Ministerial orders. 
Interested parties to have full opportun- 
ity to put their views before the 
Minister; orders on certain matters to be 
subject to review ‘by Parliament by 
reason of their intrinsic importance or 
because of their effect on the interests of 
the general public or of individuals. 

The Government’s Central Advisory 
Water Committee to be reconstituted as 
a statutory body. The genera] frame- 
work of existing local organisation would 
be retained, but default and directing 
powers of the Minister of Health would 
be strengthened, and amalgamation of 
undertakings encouraged and, if neces- 
sary, enforced to secure efficiency and 
economy. Special steps would be taken 
to protect water resources, especially 
underground water, against misuse, 
waste and pollution. Exchequer grants 
totalling £15,000,000 for England and 
Wales, and £6,375,000 for Scotland, for 
extension of. piped water supplies and 
sewerage in rural areas would be pro- 
vided. 

This programme means new legisla- 
tion.. In advance of general legislation, 
a Bill is to be presented to Parliament 
this session authorising the grants for 
water supply and sewerage in rural 
areas, as part of the general reconstruc- 
tion programme.

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BUILDING METHODS 


AN M.O.W. EXHIBITION 


THe exhibition arranged by the 
Ministry.of Works at 5, Old Palace- 
yard, Westminster, well repays a visit 
for those interested in _ possible 
advances in our methods of building. 
cIt is gathered from the material 
brought over by Lord Portal’s Mission 
to the U.S8.A., and makes a very infor- 
mative complement to the report which 
was reviewed and summarised in our 
issue of February 11. 

The principal sections come under 
the following headings :— 

PREFABRICATION. 

District Heatine. 

SPEED IN BUILDING. 

Puant AND Toots: 

MATERIALS. 

With these are references to other 
matters to which it may be desirable to 
give some attention. 

As might be anticipated from the 
report, the various types of “ pre- 
fabricated ’’ houses secure adequate 
presentation, the first to be displayed 
being the Tennessee Valley Authority 
house, shown by eleven illustrations, 
two of which we reproduce (1) and (2). 
The sections measure 24 ft. by 8 ft., 
and are so planned that two, three or 
four can be fixed side by side so as to 
form dwellings of various types. Each 
type has a combined living room and 
dining room, with a kitchen and a 
bathroom. Starting with one bedroom 
the additional section adds two more 
The exterior walls are formed of two 
skins of Douglas fir plywood, with slag

wool insulation between. The siting, 
understaging and drainage services 
having been prepared beforehand, it is 
claimed that such a house can be made 
ready for occupation the day the sec- 
tions are delivered. The cost at the 
factory is about 1,800 dollars for the 
two-section type; no more than 10 years 
is claimed for its effective life. 
Another example illustrating partial 
prefabrication is that designed by the 








John B. Pierce Foundation, which 
built 600 houses at Baltimore for the 
employees of the Glen L. Martin Air- 
plane Co. These are illustrated (3), 
(4) and (5). Except the roof trusses 
and flooring all the components are 
delivered to the site from the factory 
cut to size. The walling panels are of 
““Cemesto Board,’ which has a core 
of cane fibre insulating board sealed 
with bitumastic material between two

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sheets of 4-in: asbestos cement. The 

roofs consist of 3-in. insulation board 
encased in roofing felt, and laid in the 
form of large shingles nailed to the 
roof trusses. The cost was 2,400 dollars, 
and the life is estimated ag at least 
15 years. 

Many types of steel house have also 
been evolved, some wholly of steel and 
others in combination with various 
materials, but these have proved more 
costly than wood, and these types have 
been generally discontinued. 

It is important, in considering the 
possibilities of the above methods in 
this country, and the general planning 
and construction of residential accom- 
modation, to remember that though 
the extremes of temperature are 
greater in the U.S.A., the climate is on 
the average very much drier, and ad- 
mits of forms of construction that 
would not have an equally long life 
here. Then again the geographical 
position is far further south than that 
of Great Britain, the northern frontier 
being practically on the latitude of 
Paris (with New York and Chicago 
on that of Naples, and San Francisco 
as far south as Sicily); the difference 
in the amount of sunshine received has 
consequently a very marked influence. 

The section on district heating is 
very informative, three examples being 
given. That for Parkchester, New 
York (see illustrations 6 and 7) pro- 
vides the heating and hot water for 
about 40,000 people, carried by steam 
through steel pipes in concrete tunnels 
from a central bdéiler-house. Insulation 
limits heat losses, and the cost is 
estimated at 28 dollars per annum for 
each apartment. The Parkside Estate, 
Detroit, is en rather similar lines, but 
at the Yesler Hill Estate, Seattle; the 
heat is conveyed by water at a tem- 
perature of 185 deg. F. pumped under 
au pressure of 90 lb. to the sq. in., a 
method more appropriate -to our 
climate. Hot water is separately de- 
livered at a temperature of 140 deg. F. 
under a pressure of about 651b. to the 
sq. in. The actual running cost for 
heating and hot water is estimated at 
3.50 dollars per month per house during 
the winter. 

The documentary illustrations assist 
in realising the American procedure 
in contract work and the methods of 
accelerating construction, and_ the 
example shown of the War Depart- 
ment Building, Washington, gives 
some idea of the pre-contract require- 
ments for information when quantities 
are not employed. The specification 
runs to 560 pages of closely typed 
foolscap, and this is accompanied by 
prints of 214 drawings and a number 
of standard detail sheets. 


Another feature of the exhibition 
shows the highly developed character 
of mechanical aids to construction. 
Apart from a more general use of 
heavy excavation plant usually asso- 
ciated with civil engineering works, 
such as the Bulldozer, ‘‘ Tournapul ’ 
tractor and ‘‘ Tournatruck ” scraper, 
rooter, and trenching machine for site 
operations, there are a number of 
electrically-operated machine tools for 
structural work which can be used by 
intelligent labour even if not fully 
skilled in craftsmanship. The 
““Clipper’’ brick clamp and_ hoist 
illustrated herewith (8) is also a quick 
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and handy way of serving the brick- 
layer. 

The various ways of recognising 
good craftsmanship are indicated by 
the exhibition of the certificate issued . 
by a committee of the New York 
Building Congress, which includes the 
architect of the building, the contrac- 
tor and his superintendent. Selected 
operatives in each trade may also 
receive gold badges for good workman- 
ship, and building owners are en- 
couraged to put up a bronze tablet 
bearing the names of the men selected 
for recognition. Numerous ' other 
measures are taken to arouse and 
maintain the interest of the building 
operative in his work and to keep him 
informed as to the general progress of 
the building. Excellence in quality 
and quantity in war factories, etc., is 
honoured by the Army-Navy “E” 
production award, which entitles an 
“E” pennant to be flown over the 
building until the work is completed; 
the operatives in this case are awarded 
“ik” badges. 

The example of design on a “ modu- 
lar’’ basis, by Gropius and Wachs- 
man, illustrates a point of view that 
seems to have possibilities for further 
development. It is interesting to note

tically the equivalent of 2 métres by 
1 metre, the usual size for a single 
bed. Without unduly hampering the 
designer, there is no doubt that stan- 
dardisation of dimensions, in relation ‘ 
to the various trade supplies, would ‘ 
be of economic and practical value in ; ‘ 
the building trade. The exhibit of j 
special materials in various-forms and i 
for various purposes offer alternatives | 
to current practice that are in many | 
cases well worth consideration. Com- 
petitors. for use in substitution -. for 
clay, timber and metal are to be found 
in the use’ of cements, fibres, asphalt 
and plastics. It is not at the moment 
practicable to review the relative tech- 
nical and ‘economic values of the 
various materials and the purposes for 
which they are appropriate. | Asphalt 
seems to be popular for floor or roof 
tiling, while the ‘‘ Cemesto Board ” 
previously ‘described. has been used 
with good effect in the women war- 
workers’ building shown on page 334

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THE PRESERVATION OF “REDUNDANT ” CHURCHES 


ECCLESIOLOGICAL SOCIETY LECTURE. 


Mr. W. A. ForsytH, F.R.I.B.A., read a 
stimulating paper on “ The Preservation 
of ‘Redundant’ Churches’ before the 
Ecclesiological Society on Saturday, April 
15. He said :— 

The Ecclesiological Society is deeply 
concerned with the future existence of 
churches made redundant by migrations 
of the population or other social changes. 
These changing social conditions have 
rendered extremely urgent the need of 
churches and civie buildings in the new 
areas. Occasionally, “ redundant ” 
churches have been taken down and 
om! re-erected, using the old 
materials and contents in another dis- 
trict, but there has always been reluct- 
ance to demolish them, sell the sites and 
build anew in fresh places. 

The Church of England, in its great 
heritage of ancient churches and cathe- 
drals, is heavily burdened and mainten- 
ance is increased when they stand empty 
and disused. The antiquity and con- 
struction of these buildings render diffi- 
cult the removal tc other sites, or sub- 
stantial alteration for other uses. 

The Ecclesiological Society’s view is 
embodied in a resolution dated January 
27, 1944: 

“While the Ecclesiological Society re- 
cognises the’ seriousness of the problem 
presented by redundant churches, it is 
opposed to the demolition of any church 
of architectural or historic interest in 
order to realise the site value, The 
Society offers no objection, however, to 
their adaptation to alternative uses as 
local museums, art galleries, libraries, 


music rooms, or for any purpose of a 


dignified or suitable nature.” 

Occasionally a “‘ redundant” church is 
demolished for civic improvements or to 
alleviate traffic dangers. Where the 
church is destroyed or demolished, the 
open site may be used as a garden of 
rest, a setting to a national memorial, a 
cloister containing memorials from the 
church, a wayside pulpit, an outdoor 
music centre, etc. 

Disused churches may be put to numer- 
ous uses such as a diocesan centre, a hall 
for lecture or music, a museum, library, 
art gallery, Sunday-school, youth centre, 


hospital, or civic centre, taking care in. 


the adaptation to retain the ecclesiasti- 
cal nature of the building. It is essen- 
tial to transfer.or protect the memorials, 
ornaments and other valuable fittings, to 
make full documentary records with 
illustrations and plans, and to display a 
memorial indicating the previous exist- 
ence of a church centre. 

One of the finest of Victorian churches, 
St. Mary Abbotts, Kensington (1872), is an 
example of planning to accommodate the 
memorials fon the two previous build- 
ings, medieval and renaissance. 

The, English church possesses many 
ruined buildings beyond rescue for 
parish purposes, which may be put to 
occasional use for memorial or burial 
services. An important instance where a 


part of a ruined building is adapted for 


worship is Wymondham Abbey, Norfolk, 
where the great nave is used as a parish 
church, while the monastic choir -and 
aisles stand in ruins. :

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London churches, many will remember 
Hanover Chapel in RKegent-street, <e- 
molished some 40 years ago. From the 
proceeds of the sale of the site, St. 
Anselm, Davies-street, was erected, which 
in turn itself became redundant and e- 
molished, the parish being divided 
between Grosvener Chapel and St. Mary, 
Borden-street. 

The sale of the site and building of St. 
Mary, Soho, to the L.C.C. for the build- 
ing of St. Martin’s School of Art [in 
which this lecture was given] ended the 
career of an historic church. 

St. Thomas, Southwark, which retains 
some of its principal fittings, is now the 
Cathedral Chapter-house. 

The problem of “ redundant ” churches 
affects all Christian denominations, and 
there are many instances where churches 
have been transferred from one Christian 
body to another. 

No city has so'many ancient churches 
in so small an area as Norwich. Many 
of the fine medizval churches in the 37- 
40 parishes are now “ redundant” anda 
few are in ruins. Of these churches, re- 
nowned for their design and stone and 
flint building materials, St. Peter, Hun- 
gate, is a familiar example, having been 
illustrated in the Society’s ‘ Transac- 
tions.” It is now used as a museum of 
ecclesiastical works of art. 

There are several interesting cases of 
“redundant ’”’ churches in Birmingham. 
St. Agatha’s, Sparkbrook, was erected 
from the proceeds of the sale of the site 
of Christchurch, Victoria-square. The 
Lombardic church of St. Basil, in the 
Deritend district, became redundant 
and was converted into a warehouse 
when the larger St. John’s was built. 

The late 17th and early 18th century

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church at St. Peter-at-Arches in Lincoln 
was completely moved for street improve- 
ments, to the new parish of St. Giles. 

The new church of Twickenham, All 
Hallows, incorporates the tower and com- 
plete group of remarkably fine oak 
fittings of the Wren period from the 
church in Lombard-street. 

When St. Andrew’s, Wells-street, W., by 
its proximity to All Saints, Margaret- 
street, became ‘“‘ redundant,” it was de- 
cided after. much consideration, to re- 
erect the church at Kingsbury. This de- 
cision for preservation by removal was 
largely determined by the excellence of 
the furnishings and ornaments, which 
were the work of the principal architects 
and artists of the mid-Victorian period. 
The structure was well built in lime 
mortar, thus facilitating the dismember- 
ing of the stones. Advantage was taken 
to increase the fenestration of the north 
and south walls on its new uncongested 
site. 

After the lecturer had shown on the 
screen some of the interesting examples 
he had described, he concluded by say- 
ing that such churches can only be pre- 
served if they are occupied or put to 
some appropriate use. 

Mr. T. F. Forp, F.R.I.B.A., gave an 
interesting account of his work in the 
removal of the Dockyard Garrison 
Church from Woolwich to Eltham, and 
some of the pitfalls that were en- 
countered. 

Mr. Ciirton Keiway said that the in- 
terests of the ancient London churches 
were being carefully guarded by a com- 
mittee consisting of such able men as 
Sir Eric Maclagan and Mr. Godfrey

Mr. Rostron DuckwortH asked the 
Minister of Health if he would give the 
number of the 3,000 houses for agri- 
cultural workers which were actually 
completed and occupied; and: whether in 
all cases the occupants were agricultural 
workers. 

MR. WILLINK said that 997 cottages were 
finished and 667 occupied. All tenants 
were agricultural workers. 


State Subsidy. 

Mr. Rostron DuckwortH asked the 
Minister of Health what urban _ local 
authorities were now actually building 
new houses; and whether these receive 
any State subsidy. i 

Mr, WILLINK said that one urban local 
authority (Burnham-on-Crouch Urban 
District Council) was building four of 
the war-time agricultural cottages which 
were subsidised, and, so far as returns 
had been received, seventeen urbar 
authorities were completing 280. un- 
finished houses to meet urgent housing 
needs in their district, most of them 
without subsidy. 


District Heating. 

Mr. Rostron DvuckwortH asked the 
Minister of Health whether any local 
authorities had yet submitted to him 
schemes for the provision of district heat- 
ing in the post-war period; and what 
steps he had taken so far to encourage 
developments in this field. 

Me. WILLINK said they had not. The 
whole question was being examined by a 
Sub-Committee of a Committee on Heat- 
ing and Ventilation convened by the De- 
partment of Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search as part of the investigations being 
co-ordinated by the Post-War : Building 
Directorate of the Ministry of Works. 


Life of Houses: 

Cotonr, A. Evans asked the Minister 
of Health if he had now received a re- 
port from the sub-committee of the Cen- 
tral Housing Advisory Committee on the 
question of giving houses a fixed life; 
and if he would ‘summarise the recom- 
mendations. ; 

Mr. Wi1LINK said that a sub-committee 
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under the chairmanship of Mr. Silkin 
was looking into this question, but, while 
he believed the investigation was prac- 
tically complete, the sub-committee had 
not yet made their report. As soon as he 
received the report he would certain!y 
consider how best to make the recom- 
mendations known. 


Rents. 

Str Leonarp -Lyte asked the Minister of 
Health what proportion of rent was 
usually represented by the land on which 
a rural or suburban house was built in 
England. 

Mr. WILLINK said he had no informa- 
tion as to the price paid for land. by 
private. developers, or as to the price paid 
by local authorities in respect of the par- 
ticular areas referred to, but the average 
cost of land purchased by all local 
authorities in England outside London 
for housing purposes during the five 
years ended March 31, 1938, was £228 per 
acre. Assuming an average density of 
ten houses per acre, this represented a 
charge of approximately 4d. per week per 
house, or 4.5 per cent. of the average 
rent of houses outside London.

Rural Cottages. 
To tHe Eprror or 7'he Builder, 

Sm,—I was not a competitor in the 
Northamptonshire Rural Housing Com- 
petition, and can therefore offer criticism 
without bias. 

Is a second w.c. a justifiable addition 
to the cost? And why must sink and wash- 
ing unit be placed in separate rooms? 
Double sinks, with means for fixing a 
wringer between, are a usual fitting in 
Scottish small-house kitchens and are 
popular. : 

The criticism that an impression of 
poverty is created by a straight flight of 
stairs rising directly from the front door 
is not borne out in my experience. I 
know of a number of tenants paying £70 
exclusive for houses with such an arrange- 
ment, which, moreover, gwd simplifies 
small-house planning and helps to keep 
down the cost. 

The winning design, with the internal 
fittings it includes, will cost, at ruling 
prices, and in groups of, say, twelve on 
any one site (for rural workers cannot be 
planted in large communities) something 
over £900. The cost of the site, services, 
roads, fences, professional fees or salaries, 
brings the total to £1,100 or more. If the 
money is borrowed at 3 per cent., and 
the rateable value is put at a lower figure 
than the floor area would normally. de- 
mand, and when management and main- 
tenance costs are added, the inclusive 
rent must still be at least 21s. a week, and 
might well prove to be 22s. 6d. How many 
rural workers, often paying at present less 
than 5s. a week, will be prepared to pay 
over £1 a week? 

I have seen a figure of 13s. or 14s. men- 
tioned as a maximum for this class of 
housing, and the planners must, as usual, 
temper their praiseworthy ideals to the 
economic rent.

Some Current Questions. 
To tHe Eprror or The Builder. 

Srr,—In the midst of the hustle of post- 
war planning, a number of matters of in- 
terest have occurred to me, and I wondered 
if your readers would enlighten me on the 
subjects. 

Srate House Scuemes: I would agree 
with the continuance of the policy of rate 
and exchequer. contribution to allow the 
rents of these houses to be low enough for 
the lowest paid worker, but surely there

should be. limitations, so as to allow for 
the houses tenanted by families. with 
reasonably good incomes to become self- 
supporting, and not as at present a burden 
on poorer people, as is the case in very 
many instances. I know of such houses 
in which the tenants are a doctor, a 
council surveyor and: many obviously well- 
off tradesmen, who could quite easily have 
paid an economic rent and thereby relieved 
the burden of their not .so fortunate 
neighbours. Any scheme for subsidy 
should provide that only those whose total 
earnings are lower than a set minimum 
should tenant houses at a reduced rent. 

Owing io the high cost of building, the 
existing method will cause it to be almost 
impossible, at least for a number of years, 
for private companies, etc., to erect houses 
for renting purposes, for the comparative 
rents will be so wide apart. - 

TRADESMAN—LABOURER : What is the 
definition of a tradesman, or, should I say, 
how does one attain the status of trades- 
mpn? Is there any means whereby a 
labourer can become a tradesman other 
than, say, working with some small non- 
union firm for a time and then obtaining 
a tradesman’s job elsewhere and then join- 
ing a union? Is it not possible for any 
person to enter for a special test set by 
the builders’ associations in conjunction 
with the operatives’ unions, those pass- 
ing satisfactorily then to become either 
a tradesman or, say, probationary 
tradesman ? 

Is there at present any form of instruc- 
tion in building subjects for the Forces, 
arranged by the builders’ associations, 
the operatives’ unions and the Service 
authorities, to emable the men in the 
Forces to-prepare themselves in their 
spare time for a position in the main 
post-war industry? 

In respect to the designs for the Ilkes- 
ton Corporation by their Surveyor, Mr. 
A. O. Marshall, in your issue of April 7, 
may I suggest that if the meter housing 
were in the pantry or larder, a great 
saving of costs might be made over the 
whole scheme by reason of shorter out- 
side mains; also, I think that the kitchen 
would prove to be much too cold without 
further provision for heating than as at 
present. Otherwise the designs are cer- 
tainly a vast improvement over pre-war 


housing designs.

OBITUARY 


Charles Ernest Elcock, F.R.1.B.A. 

WE regret to record the death on April 
21 of Mr. C. E. Elcock, F.R.I.B.A. Mr. 
F. Sutcliffe, F.R.I.B.A., who “was his 
partner fof many years, writes : 

Charles Ernest Elcock was born in 
September, 1878, of Quaker stock, and 
began his architectural career with Messrs. 
J. J. Phillips & Son, Belfast, later enter- 
ing the Glasgow office of Sir John Burnet, 
in 1901, as one of his senior assistants. 
In 1905 he was chief assistant to Messrs. 
Matear & Simon, of Liverpool. After a 
spell in practice with Messrs. J. M. Porter, 
of Colwyn Bay, he joined, in 1912, Mr 
John Brooke, F.R.I.B.A., Manchester, but 
this partnership was terminated by Mr. 
Brooke’s death. After termination of the 
1914-19 war, Mr. Elcock opened an office 
in York, but in 1923 he came to Londoa 
and joined forces with me, and the firm 
of Elcock & Sutcliffe came into being. 

In 1925 the firm won two hospital com- 
petitions in succession, namely, Davy- 
hulme, near Manchester, and Harrogate, 
followed quickly by that for a new. out- 
patients’ department, operating and X-ray 
departments at the Royal Hospital, Wol- 
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verhampton. These successes brought many 
more hospital “‘ contacts,’’ and; later, Mr. 
Elcock was invited to join the Inter- 
national Hospital Association, and on be- 
half of his firm visited the annual confer- 
ences held in Vienna, New York, and 
Brussels. Mr. Eleock then concentrated on 
hospital construction, visiting many of the 
leading examples on the Continent of 
Europe and in the U.S.A., which per- 
mitted a full outlet.for his keenness an‘l 
natural ability, and he was always happy 
consulting with the medical profession on 
the latest developments of medical thought 
and science, and such was his keenness to 
modernise and improve both hospital con- 
struction and equipment and his thorough 
knowledge of the subject that, alas, he 
was apt to be too dogmatic and somewhat 
intolerant towards the views and opinions 
of others. He was, however, a witty 
conversationalist, and his Irish wit and 
humour made him excellent company at 
any social gathering. His optimism was 
unbounded, and only equalled by his. bril- 
liancy as a planner, which combination so 
often made him susceptible to the whims 
of promoters of really ‘‘speculative’’ 
schemes, some of which showed real 
genius, and, had they come to fruition, 
would have made a large contribution to 
English architecture. As it is, through 
the medium of his firm, many monuments, 
in addition to those already mentioned, 
are left to bear testimony to his ability, 
among which the following may be cited : 

Hospitals: Oldham Maternity, Scun- 
thorpe, Warminster, Hull Women’s, 
Royal Bethlehem (in association with the 
late Mr. John Cheston, F.R.I.B.A.), Run- 
well Mental (Essex), Grantham, Driffield, 
Keswick, Cardiff Pathological, and exten- 
sions to many others, such as Chelsea 
Hospital for Women, and including Hert- 
ford Hospital, where what is now termed 
the ‘‘ verandah ward’’ was -first intro- 
duced, a principle which revolutionised 
hospital planning, and which Mr. Elcock 
evolved. Among general work may be 
mentioned The Daily Telegravh new 
building, Fleet-street, London; Epsom 
Grand Stand; extensions to Crewe Hall, 
and Denbigh Town Hall. 

By his passing the profession has lost 
a brilliant member, a staunch supporter, 
and. one always willing and anxious to 
help a ‘‘ keen beginner,’ and he will be 
greatly.missed among his many friends. 


James Ransome, F.R.1.B.A. 

We regret to record the death, in Jersey, 
of Mr. James nsome, F.R.I.B.A., 
formerly of Beaconsfield and_ Claygate, 
and for six _years, from 1902-08, consult- 
ing architect to the Government of India. 

Born in 1865, Mr. Ransome was articled 
to C. H. Driver, of Westminster, and 
worked with Sir Ernest George and Peto 
before taking up his Indian. post. In 
India his works included the Wellesley 
Place approach to Government House, 
Calcutta; the Government Offices, Council 
House-street, Calcutta; Agricultural Col- 
lege, Pusa; Government Offices at Lahore, 
Nagpur, Mount Abu and Dacca; the 
police training school, Ranchi; students’ 
hostel, Agra; library, Simla; Imperial 
Cadet Corps buildings, Dehra Dun; 
Government House, Chittagong; the hos- 
pital at Delhi; and churches at Lebong 
and Umballa: On his return to England 
he designed a factory at Newark-on-Trent, 
country. houses at Honiton, Huntingdon, 
Leicester, Marlborough and_ elsewhere; 
and he restored ‘‘ Lindridge,’’ the 
seat of Baron Cable of Ideford. He also 
designed a housing scheme.at Beaconsfield. 
Publications included ‘‘ European Archi- 
tecture in India ’’; ‘‘ Government of India 
Building Designs ’’ and ‘‘ Phenomena of 
Trade Unionism.”’

QUANTITIES 


SOME REFLECTIONS ON THE REPORT OF THE BUILDING 
MISSION TO THE U.S.A. 


By S. HOOKWAY, F.S.1. 


THE recommendations of the Building 
’ Mission to the U.S.A. give the impression 
that in so far as the.Mission has touched 
upon the practical problems arising out 
of the terms of reference it appears to have 
brought home some valuable suggestions, 
which in so far, in turn, as they bear upon 
problems which are basically similar in 
the two countries, will be sure to have an 
invigorating @ffect. It is when the Report 
gets on to the problems of contracting 
procedure, the means used as compared 
with results obtained, and the results ob- 
tained as compared with results aimed at, 
that its touch is not so sure. 

A comprehensive commentary has 
appeared in the Correspondence columns 
of T'he Builder in recent weeks arising out 
of the Report, especially relating to that 
section of it (Part 2) dealing with Building 
Procedure. The recommendation. made by 
the Mission on the subject of the elimina- 
tion of bills of quantities has probably 
raised more comment than any other sec- 
tion of the Report. This must be 
accounted for by reason that (i) such a 
recommendation was entirely unexpected ; 
(ii) it is precisely in this phase of contract 
procedure that we -in this country have 
always considered ourselves as being in 
advance of our American friends; (iii) the 
recommendation is one of the most defini- 
tive in the whole Report; and (iv) it has 
been taken, probably erroneously, as being 
equivalent to a recommendation to 
eliminate the independent quantity sur- 
veyor. 

Most of the answers from the quantity 
surveyor’s angle have been proffered, and 
several underlying fallacies and instances 
of begging the question in the sub-section 
under the heading of ‘‘ Preparation of Con- 
tract Documents ’’ have been taken up. 
The Minister of Works in his foreword to 
the Report has expressed his desire for 
such commentary, and by his early pybli- 
cation of the Report in advance of the 
detailed appendices which will complete 
it, he has shown the wholesome desire of 
his Ministry to have the Report con- 
sidered, discussed and commented upon by 
all who will be concerned with the prob- 
lems of post-war building. The Minister 
is aware of the somewhat controversial 
nature of many of the recommendations, 
and he has not failed to observe that they 
“* will need to be considered by the various 
interests concerned.”’ 

Some of the views expressed in criticism 
appear to revolve on the narrow interpre- 
tation of the word “ interests,’’ especially 
noticeable in connection with the quan- 
tity surveyor’s interests. There is no 
doubt that the Report does very certainly 
cut across the interests of the quantity sur- 
veying profession, and it is therefore not 
‘surprising that some of the commentators 
reveal themselves as somewhat tender in 
particular regard thereto. The word has 
touchy susceptibilities, because in these 
days it has acquired to its own prejudice 
an attendant and precursor, that suspect 
participle vested. 

Why a ‘“‘ vested interest ’’ should be a 
quality and condition to be deprecated on 
principle is not apparent. Like most 


popularised political parrot-calls, it has 
become crystallised in a narrow sense—in 
this particular instance as one of the low 
devices of capitalism. An artful comment 
en this curiosity has been made-in a recent 
political treatise, and is worth quoting 


here as a half-aside, being not unconnected 
with the wider aspect of our subject. ‘‘ In 
public statements it is nearly always the 
vested interests of ownership, profit and 
control which are rientioned and con- 
demned; but an enthusiastic planner must 
privately admit that the vested interests 
represented by the T.U.C. will also demand 
some handling, perhaps more respectful 
and more tender, but none the less firm ”’ 
(Colm Brogan, ‘‘ Who are The People? ’’). 

If, now, we turn to the Report of the 
Building Mission. we will find a statement 
that, innocently no doubt, but gratuitously, 
by begging the question, tends to rein- 
force the opinion that the quantity sur- 
veyor has a ‘‘ vested interest’ in main- 
taining his professional stutus quo in the 
building industry. Turning to paragraph 
48, we read: ‘‘ The American practice 
does not give the quantity surveyor the 
semi-judicial position in which the British 
professional quantity surveyor has, under 
present-day conditions, largely made him- 
self indispensable’’ (italics are mine). 
This apparently innocuous assertion has 
escaped criticism, probakly because it is 
wrapped up in an appreciative context 
which says that ‘“‘the British practice 
has produced a type of professional quan- 
tity surveyor whose experience and skill 
are well known and appreciated by the 
industry in the U.S.A.” It is not, how- 
ever, explained how the building industry 
in the U.S.A¥ arrived at that knowledge 
and appreciation of the skill and experience 
of a type of practitioner that has no coun- 
terpart in its own system. 

It should be denied that the quantity 
surveyor has made himself indispensable 
to the building industry in this country, 
because, if that is accepted, then it must 
be agreed that he has built up for him 
self a ‘‘ vested interest’ of a sort that 
would be, if nothing else, a poor basis for 
his argument for maintenance of the 
status quo. The fact is, as I have pointed 
out on another occasion, that the quantity 
surveying profession in this country is 
the child of the building industry, and 
has grown up out of the industry to inde- 
pendent stature, not by its own pushing, 
but because the services it could offer as 
an independent profession were an im- 
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mense advantage in the structure of an 
industry becoming more prolific at every 
turn. The profession did not make itself 
indispensable. If it has become indispen- 
sable it is as a result of the ever-increasing 
technical complexity of one of the major 
industries in the country. The demand 
was’ created within the mdustry, and if 
the quantity surveying profession has met 
that demand, that is the fundamental 
point and the only one that really 
matters. That being established, then the 
whisper of ‘‘ vested interest’ can be left 
to the fate of most other parrot calls.. If 
the quantity surveyor has tried to build 
up anything for himself it is the reputa- 
tion for impartiality; and if. his success in 
this endeavour has had anything to do 
with making him indispensable, that is 
another story. 

But the expansiveness of the word 
‘* indispensable ’’ has as little to commend 
it as the narrowness of the word 
‘‘interests.”? ~The quantity surveyor is 
not essential to every building enterprise, 
as is recognised in the Standard Form of 
Contract. The key-word is not indispen- 
sable. What the building industry wanted, 
and what it got, and what one ventures 
to think it will retain, is the independent 
quantity surveyor. The reason why. this 
is so is a subject on which the Mission 
might well have-spent a little time before 
setting out on its inquiry. The Report 
recognises that the British practice of 
supplying a bill of quantities to contrac- 
tors is hound up with the existing’ struc- 
ture of the building industry, A_ brief 
examination of that part of the structure 
that is based on the work of the indepen- 
dent quantity surveyor might have shown 
them that the’ ‘‘ realistic’’ qualities so 
much admired in American tendering are 
the essential basis of British methods, as 
far as the quantity surveyor is free to 
make them so, and that army limitations 
to realism in the use of his bills as a basis 
for tendering are imposed from without. 

The bill of quantities has been a corner- 
stone in the structure of the industry, 
and there are few who would question 
that for many years before the war it was 
the. factor responsible for keen and effec- 
tive competition resulting in rock-bottom 
tendering. When competition became too 
keen, even cut-throat, there was no blame 
on the method of tendering—rather might 
we hold that the stabilising influence of 
the precise bill of quantities saved the 
contracting side of the building industry 
from paralysing itself. There was a limit ; 
it was imposed by .the presence of a 
document which insisted on the observ- 
ance Of the scientific relationship between 
achievement and cost. 

If, as a result of the strong recommen- 
dation of the Mission, the precise bill of: 
quantities should fall into disuse, there 
will be grounds for asserting, so far from 
the quantity surveyor having ‘largely 
made himself indispensable,’’ that he has 
been too conservative, and has failed to 
take the available opportunities of extend- 
ing the scope of the bill of quantities into 
the wider field that was open to it, and 
by which it could have permeated the 
whole structure of contracting procedure— 
estimating, specifying, tendering, buying, 
costing, progress-scheduling, sub-contract- 
ing, and the rest. But whether or not the 
bill of quantities remains the basis of 
quantity surveying practice, there still 
remains a wide field of activity in which 
the quantity surveyor will play his part 
in the future make-up of the industry. 
Far from having~-to consider himself re- 
dundant, the future field will present 
him with epportunities for a sphere of 
activity greater than he has _hereto- 
fore been generally accustomed to, and the 
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-yesiliency. imparted by war-time ex- 
perience will enable the profession to 
accept a range of services hitherto uncon- 
templated. In particular, in applying his 
skill and technical experience towards the 
problems of harnessing building costs to 
economic requirements he will have a task 
in parallel with the very terms of refer- 
ence which the mission to the U.S.A. was 
appointed to inquire into. : 

The readiness of the quantity-surveying 
profession to meet and to grapple with any 
conditions that may arise is evident in 
the constant preoccupation of the Quantity 
Surveyors’ Committee of the Chartered 
Surveyors’ Institution with present-day 
problems and post-war considerations, The 
‘Report of this Committee, published in 
November, 1942, together with subsequent 
reports on recruitment, education and 
training, indicate clearly that. the aim of 
the profession is to give the best possible 
service in the interests of the building 
industry and the building public, directed 
towards ‘the establishment of economic 
stability and technical sufficiency in the 
organisation of the industry, as essential 
features leading to lower costs and better 
bu lding. 

But in deference to those who might still 
consider the deliberations of the senior 
boly of quantity surveyors as being dir- 
ected towards maintaining themselves 
‘largely indispensable,” other opinions 
might be quoted. Mr. T. P. Bennett, 
F.2.1.B.A., whose experience in the press- 
ing problems of emergency building organ- 
jsation is probably unequalled, gave this 
opinion when addressing the Town and 
Country Planning Association in July, 1943. 
“The quantity surveyor will have a very 
important place in the post-war organisa- 
tion. He will become more and more the 
analyser of costs and processes . . . he 
will be called upon, not only to measure 
and value on a bill of quantities, but also 
to ascertain in an accurate manner the 
probable cost of works before they are 
executed. On the basis of that costing 
section of his work, the architect, the en- 
gineer and the builder will operate.” 
Again: “ The precise bill of quantities 
which will be produced as the result of 
precise drawings will have to be a very 
fair representation of the building as 
finally brought into being.’’ On a more 
recent occasion, in his address at the 
R.L.B.A., in February of this year, Mr. 
Bennett re-emphasised that the essential 
requirement of proper building organisa- 
tion was basic information—‘* Man-hours 
and-the costs involved . . . costing and 
statistical research, comparisons of dif- 
ferent types of construction in man-hours 
and cost, as well as purely technical and 
planning research, are all needed.”’? As 
one of , Hose preg sepa relative to 
conditions whicl\ ‘may be expected-to oper- 
ate in. the period of reconstruction, he 
stressed ‘‘ the development of cost-con- 


sciousness with its corollary, cost know-* 
ledge, to the level of an accurate science.”” _ 


This is the sphere in-which the architect 
will rely on the quantity surveyor; it is 
the province in the “ new order ”’ in which 
the quantity surveyor will be particularly 
fitted to enter as a specialist. 

In this, as in all kindred activities, the 
basic data contine in a bill of quantities 
will be invaluable, and it seems unlikely, 
to say the least, that so radical an instru- 
ment will be lightly discarded, for it is 
the only sure instrument by which we can 
arrive at @ fair measure of that essential 
factor of building economics, the just com- 
parison between cost and achievement. 


Tail piece.—At the end of the published . 


Report we are permitted to study a map of 
the U.S.A. showing the extent of the 
Mission’s tour and the cities visited. I 
calculate that’a minimum of 7,000 miles 
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must have been travelled within the States, 
and another 9,000 getting there and back 
—16.000 miles in all. Ihe Mission arrived, 
so Lord Portal tells us in the Foreword, 
at the beginning of September, returning 
to this country during November. It was 
probably, therefore, about eight weeks 
on tour. Good going, you will say, for 
such powerful deliberations—but, in 
America, what will you? 

Echo.—Mr. Bossom, who appears to 
have been the leader of the Mission, said 
in the House of Commons in May, 1942, 
with regard to an American tour made by 
a brother architect for the Ministry of 
Works and: Planning, that ‘‘it was an 
unfortunate waste of time and public 
money to send a man across the Atlantic 
to make a journey of aot less than 15,000 
miles, all to be done in eight weeks, and 
to attempt to cover such a wide field of 
investigation. .It was an impossible task ; 
one man could not do it in 50 years! ”’ 

Re-echo.—‘* Man-hours and the costs in- 


volved’’ . . . one man, 50 years . 
four men, 124 years. . . a revised estim- 
ate needed... . make a note of it for the 
client. 


REPAIR OF HOUSES 


SOME NOTES ON M.O.H. SCHEME. 

ARISING out of the Ministry. of Health’s 
general scheme for repair of houses, etc., 
(Circular 2871 of October 11, 1943, and 
Circular 9/44 of January 29, 1944), the 
Ministry draws attention in a new Cir- 
cular (49/44) to various matters which 
have arisen or may arise in connection 
with the scheme. 

1. SuPPLY OF LaBOUR: PROGRAMMES.— 
The fact that few local authorities have 
complained that they have been unable 
to secure contractors and labour for 
esseatial work suggests that local autho- 
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rities have not yet taken full advantage 
of the new scheme. Whilst it is appre- 
ciated that in some areas the position 
has been affected by the withdrawal of 
men for urgent operational tasks and for 
first-aid repairs of war damage, local 
authorities in general are urged to place 
orders forthwith for the work they want 
done, and to adjust their demands from 
time to time in the light of experience. 
Local authorities are advised to frame 
their programmes as soon as practicable 
in the light of experience and the labour 
likely to be available as ascertained by 
reference to the local officer of the Minis- 
try of Labour and National Service. The 
programmes should provide in particular 
for the completion, in so far as it may 
be practicable, of all war damage repairs

. EXTENT OF WORK.—The exte 
work to be done to any paitia aioe Sine 
is a to the discretion of the local 
authority subject to the limitations im- 
poms by the availability of labour and 
e supply of various materials, So far 
o the repair of war damage is concerned 
the primary objective before all local 
authorities should be to render habit- 
able all the damaged houses in their 
areas before the end of this year. In 
parts of London and in some areas still 
the subject of enemy attack this course 
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may entail demands exceeding the avail- 
able labour; but in other places the 
local authority may consider it possible 
and desirable to go beyond the standard 
of first-aid repairs outlined in Circular 
2450 or the specification outlined for the 
repair of C(b) houses. Where this is so 
the War Damage Commission would _ be 
glad to see the local authority under- 
take this further range of work, and 
their local advisers would be ready to 
assist on request in the preparation of 
specifications and to undertake any 
necessary negotiations with owners, in- 
cluding questions as to the use of sub- 
stitute materials which the current situa- 
tion as regards materials may impose. 
The repair of houses classified by the 
War Damage Commission as “total 
losses ” must still, of course, be avoided. 

6. MATERIALS.—The Ministry of Works 
are proposing to issue a revised war- 
time economy’ standard which will per- 
mit of certain relaxations of the present 
standard in respect of some of the 
materials required for the completion of 
houses or for substantial repairs of war 
damage. Pending this revision, local 
authorities should consult the Senior 
Regional Officer of the Ministry of Health 
in any cases of difficulty. As regards 
timber, the average amount may be 
raised to a quarter of a standard per 
house provided the amount used in re- 
spect of any, particular dwelling does 
not exceed half a standard. In addition, 
it will be open to local authorities in 
exceptional cases to submit applications 
for further amounts. These concessions 
apply to all kinds of work, including the 
repair of C(b) houses. 

When a private owner wants timber, 
steel or cast-iron he should apply to the 
Regional Licensing Officer; whether he 
Tequires a building licence or not, ex- 
cept. that in the case of timber where 
no ‘building licence is required applica- 
tion should be made direct to the Area 
Officer of the Timber Control. 

7. LIAISON WITH THE W.D. COMMISSION. 
—The War Damage Commission has un- 
dertaken to supply local authorities, is 
soon as possible, with lists of all houses 
-so far classified by the Commission as 
likely to be “total losses.”” If a house 
was damaged before January 1, 1943, and 
is on the list supplied, the Commission 
cannot pay for its repair. Other houses 
to which the damage is merely super- 
ficial may be presumed repairable at the 
Commission’s expense. Where, however, 
substantial repairs are required, the 
jocal authority should ask the Commis- 
sion whether it is safe to proceed with 
repairs, This precaution is necessary 
owing to-the provisions of the War 
Damage Act as to conversion of cost of 
works into value payments and of the 
Treasury Direction as to injustice. The 
Commission has undertaken to give 
urgent priority to any such inquiries, 
which may be made over the telephone. 

8. By-Laws AND REGULATIONS.—It is im- 
portant that, if practicable, no - work 
should be carried out which is not in con- 
formity with building by-laws or similar 
legal provisions where they are in force, 
or with by-laws under Section 6 or regula- 
tions under Section 12 of the Housing 
Act, 1936. This applies whether a local 
authority are doing the work on requi- 
sitioned property or in default of the 
owner, or, alternatively, where the owner 
is carrying out his own work. 

If a private owner applies for a cer- 
tificate of essentiality in respect of work 
not complying with the Acts of Parlia- 
ment, by-laws or regulations which 
apply, he should normally be asked to 
amend his application. If, however, in 
exceptional cases, the amendment would 
be impracticable or unreasonable, the 
matter should be given special considera- 
tion. 

9. Cost or Starr.—When work is under- 
taken by local authorities under the Cir- 
cular it is properly chargeable to the De- 
partment. On the other hand, expendi- 
ture on general housing, work which 
would normally be met by local autho-

rities must continue to be borne by 
them; for example, work done on non- 
requisitioned houses under statutory 
powers’ in default of the owner would be 
paid for by the local authority in the 
first instance and recovered from the 
owner. If local authorities find it neces- 
sary to engage the services of outside 
architects, the fees in respect of war 
damage repairs and work of a_ similar 
character will continue to be those laid 
down in Circular 2720. The work in- 
volved in conversions and adaptations or 
in the completion of unfinished houses 
is, however, of a different category, and 
the appropriate fees are now being con- 
sidered in consultation with the "hinal 
Institute of British Architects. 

10. REQUISITIONING.—To speed up the 
procedure local authorities are rebieved 
from the necessity of furnishing an esti- 
mate where the cost would not exceed 
£100, provided they attach a certificate 
from the appropriate Technical Officer. 
On receiving consent to requisition, local 
authorities could then proceed with 
these works without obtaining the prior 
approval of the Senior Regional Officer. 

jl. UNFINISHED Hovuses.—It should be 
made clear that local authorities have 
no authority to complete partly -built 
private houses at the owner’s expense. 
If they wish to do the work they must 
either buy the uncompleted house or re- 
quisition it. Under Section 90 of the 
Housing Act, 1936, local authorities may 
make loans to the owners of houses wish- 
ing to carry out works of reconstruction, 
enlargement or improvement. The 
Minister’s sanction is not required. Th 
Minister’s sanction is, however, require 
to advances under Section 91 of the 
Housing Act to persons or bodies desir- 
ing to increase housing accommodation; 
for example, by ‘the conversion of 
adaptation of existing houses or the com- 
pletion of: unfinished. houses. The 
Minister would be willing in a suitable 
case to consider a proposal by a local 
authority to advance money under this 
Section for the completion by private 
persons of partly built houses if the local 
authority are satisfied that the houses 
will be comaks into occupation so as to 
relieve urgent needs. 

A person who receives a loan or ad- 
vance from the local authority to com- 
plete a house is not therehy relieved of 
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the obligation of obtaining an M.o.W. 
licence if the cost exceeds £100. 

12. Form OF Conrract..— Where the 
work on any house includes a variety of 
items the form of contract for the whole 
should be that applicable to the major 
item. Thus, if the bulk of the work is 
extended first-aid repairs, the Ministry 
of Home Security price-cost form of con- 
tract can be used. Similarly, if the bulk 
of the work. is conversion and a minor 
part only is war damage repair, a lump 
sum tender for the whole could normally 

obtained. Where groups of contrac- 
tors are employed on C(b) houses the 
form of contract adopted has been that. 
specially drawn up for the purpose by 
the Ministry of Works. This form of 
contract may also be adopted where the 
grouped contractors are repairing war- 
damaged houses in other categories. 

13. AURHORISATIONS OR LICENCES.—Cases. 
have arisen where the local authority 
repair war damage, and at the same 
time, by agreement with the owner, carry 
out repair of dilapidations at the owner’s 
cost. Some doubt has been expressed 
whether, in this and similar cases the 
matter is covered by the authorisation 
given in paragraph I(3) of the Appendix 
to Circular 2871, or whether the owner 
should be required to obtain a licence 
from the Ministry of Works. The Minis- 
try of Works agree that where the local 
authority do such work within the scope 
of the Circular it shall be regarded as 
covered by the authorisation? 

14. CERTIFICATES OF ESSENTIALITY.— (a) 
It is suggested that all certificates 
should have a period of validity and 
should be endorsed to the effect that 
when the work is completed the certifi- ' 
cate should be returned to the local 
authority. 

(b) Unless a local authority hear from 
the Regional Licensing Officer to the 
contrary, they can. assume that a build- 
ing licence is issued whenever they give 
a certificate of essentiality. 

{c) When the local authorities reduce 
the amount of the work specified in the 
application, the reason for the reduction 
should be given to the Regional Licens- 
ing Officer—e.g., it should be stated 
which part of the work is regarded as 
unessential, or the estimate is thought 
too high. 

(d) Certificates should not be given for 
work already carried out, The work may 
have proceeded without due licence and 
the R.L.O. should be informed. 

15. SuppLy oF SERVICES, FURNITURE AND 
Fittines.—If items in the programme are 
likely to make serious cali on, supplies 
of this ¢haracter the Senior ~ Regional 
Officer should be consulted at an early 
stage. 

16. REFERENCE TO PLANNING AUTHORI- 
tres.—It' is emphasised in paragraph 5 
of Circular 9/44 that the raising of the 
limits of expenditure makes it more im- 
portant than ever that, before deciding 
to incur or certify expenditure on a 
house, a local authority should be _satis- 
fied that the condition of the house is 
such as to justify the expenditure. Only 
in rare cases should work exceeding, say, 
£100 be carried out on a house in a con- 
firmed Clearance Order. It is also im- 
portant that the local authority should 
consider beforehand whether the _re- 
paired premises will constitute a serious 
obstacle to permanent works of recon- 
struction. Special reference to the 
Planning Authority may be necessary. 

17. Housinc (RURAL WorkKeERS) AcT.— 
The new limits of expenditure set out in 
Circular 9/44 also apply to applications 
for assistance under the Housing (Rural 
Workers) Act: In extension therefore of 
Circular 2877 of October 29 last, works 
not exceeding £500 per house may now 
be dealt with in accordance with the 
principles laid down in Circulars 2871 
and 9/44 without submitting particulars 
of individual applications to _ the 
Minister. The private owner requiring 
controlled materials should follow the 
procedure set out in the last sub-para- 
graph of paragraph 6.

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LONDON WORKING RULE 


REVISION OF SOME CLAUSES. 


A revised London Working Rule Agree- 
ment has now been issued embodying 
amendments recently approved by the 
National Joint Council, and operating 
as from February 1, 1944. 

The alterations made in the Agreement 
are as follows :— 

RvuLe 2. WaGes.—In the List of Crafts- 
men ‘Slaters and Roof Tilers” has 
been inserted. 

ExtRa Waces.—‘‘ Foul or dirty work, 
such as the repair, replacement or re- 
newal of foul or dirty sewers, foul or 
dirty drains or manfjoles, foul and dirty 
work in. chemics}-/orks . ... 1d. per 
hour extra.” has been deleted and the 
following substituted :— 

** (1) Men, while working on the repair 
of main sewers and main sewer manholes 
and foul or dirty work in chemical works 
. . « «/ld.; per hour extra. 

‘“(2) Men, while working in conditions 
involving their close contact with dirt or 
filth of an extent and degree substanti- 
ally greater than is inherent or usual 
in the building trade occupation’ con- 


cerned... . id. per hour extra.” 
Rute 3.—The last line to be amended 
to read :—‘‘ Overtime shall not be worked 


by: apprentices indentured or otherwise.” 


The following paragraph also to be 
inserted at the end of this Rule :— 


“*A Tool Allowance of 2d. per day shall 
be. paid to plumbers in respect of the 
provision of and up-keep of tools in ac- 
cordance with the Notice issued by the 
National Joint Council for the Building 
Industry dated March 24, 1943. List of 
tools can be seen at the offices of the 
London Master Builders’ Association and 
the National Federation of Building 
Trades Operatives (‘L.R.C.).” 

Rute 4. Nicut Ganc.—The following 
has been added :—‘* Where work is done 
at night outside the conditions of the 
night gang rule overtime rates are pay- 
able, namely—First two hours, Time-and- 
a-quarter; Second two hours, Time-and- 
a-half; Afterwards, Double time.” 

Rute 6. ALLowaNces.—Paragraph C.— 
“1s. 6d.” has been substituted for 
“is. 3d” ; Paragraph D.—‘“ 2s. 6d.” has 
been substituted for ‘1s. 10d”; Para- 
ee 4s.” has been substituted for 
“ Ss. Ber 

Route 9. “ Back-Trme.”—The following 
paragraph to be inserted at the end of 
this Rule :—‘‘ As from April 1, 1944, the 
following Rule will operate in place of 
the above:—‘ Wages shall be paid on 
Friday. Wages earned after leaving-off 
time on Tuesday and auring Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday shall be kept in 
hand as back-time.’ ”’ 

Rute 10. Lonpon District.—The exist- 
ing Rule has been deleted and the follow- 
ing substituted:—‘ The term ‘ London 
District’ shall mean that territory with- 
in the circle of 15 miles radius from 
Charing Cross as delineated on map LSE 
1936 together with that territory within 
the red lines continuous with but pro- 
ceeding outwards from that circle at seg- 
ments marked on that map and corre- 
sponding to the following places: Dart- 
ford; Uxbridge, Northwood, Watford, 
Radlett, ornechurch, Walton-on- 
Thames.” 

MULE 22 (new, the old Rule 22 being 
renumbered. 23). (1) Ho.ipays AGREE- 
MENT.—Questions having arisen which 
necessitate further consideration being 
given. to the decision that Shops 
and Jobs in the London District shall 
be closed for one week as from July 10, 
1944, the question was further con- 
sidered at_a meeting of the London 
Regional Joint Committee held on 
March 16, 1944, when the following reso- 
lution was passed unanimously :—‘ That 
the week’s holiday to which each work- 
man is entitled under the Holidays with 
Pay Scheme be taken in 1944 by arrange- 
ment with the employer concerned in 
the period commencing July 10 and end- 
ing on August 19. No employer shall 
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allow..more than .25 per cent of his em- 
ployees to take their holidays at the same 
time.” 

(2) SaruRDAys BeroRe Pank HOLIDAYS.— 
This question was also considered by the 
London Regional Joint Committee at the 
meeting on March 16, when the Com- 
mittee resolved unanimously :—‘‘ Having 
given due regard to all the circumstances 
concerning the Building Industry in rela- 
tion to the National interest, this Lon- 
don Regional Joint Committee. decides 
that shops and jobs be NOT closed in 
1944 on the Saturdays preceding Easter 
Monday, Whit Monday and August 
Bank Holiday.” 


Some Recent Awards. 


Following are some recent decisions of 
the L.R.J.C. :— 

JUVENILE LABOURERS AND OVERTIME.— 
“That as a general principle and for the 
guidance of the Joint Overtime Com- 
mittee, labourers under 18 years of age 
be excluded from overtime permits.” 
(January 19, 1944.) 

LEARNERS UNDER 15 YEARS OF AGE.— 


“ That the question of the rate of pay for 


boys aged 14 and 15 years is a matter 
of arrangement between the employer 
ang the boy concerned.” . (January 15, 
1944. 


BLACKSMITHS’ AND FITTERS’ 'WAGES.— 
A difference arose between the L.M.B.A. 
and the National Union of Enginemen, 
Firemen, Mechanics. and _ Electrical 
Workers regarding a claim by the union 
as follows :—‘‘(a) That the grades of 
Blacksmith and Fitter covered within 
the terms of the agreement between the 
Association and the Union shall receive 
the balance of the increase awarded to 
craftsmen on April 2, 1943, (The two 
grades in question received only 3d. an 
hour, which was granted to the grade of 
labourer) ’’; and ‘‘(b) That the black- 
smith and fitter grades shall receive the 
same rate as craftsmen in the building 
trade, i.e., 2s. 14d. an hour.” 

The matter was referred to the Indus- 
trial Court, whose award is as follows :-- 
“The Court have given careful con- 
sideration: to the evidence and submis- 
sions of the parties and award with 
regard to claim (a) in the terms of 
reference ‘that the standard vates. of 
wages of blacksmiths and fitters shall 
be increased by a farthing an hour as 
from. April 2, 1943, . the.. Court....are.of 
cpinion that claim (b) in the terms of 
referencs has not been. established and 
award accordingly.”

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RESTRICTIONS ON 
TRANSFER 


CONTRACTORS FINED FOR BREACHES. 


Messrs. Holland & M4Hannen and 
Cubitts, Ltd., Queen Anne’s-gate, S.W.., 
were summoned at Bow-st. Police Court 
last week for commiiting breaches of the 
Building and Civil Engineering (Restric- 
tions on Transfer) Order, 1941, by trans- 
ferring two carpenters from one job to 
another without permission of a Nationa! 
Service officer. ‘hey pleaded not guilty. 

It was stated that the two men were 
transferred from work in Jermyn-st., W., 
to Grosvenor House, and then to Mount 
Royal. 

William Arthur Rose, a National Ser- 
vice officer, said the company applied on 
November 26 for permission to transfer 
the men to Grosvenor House. The appli- 
cation was refused on December 1. A 
similar application was made on Decem- 
ber 11 for a transfer to Mount Royal, but 
this was not dealt with, as inquiries were 
then being made. “4 

In cross-examination, he ‘agreed that 
the company were scheduled, under the 
Essential Work Order, and that the 
work at Grosvenor House and Mount 
Royal was also scheduled under the same 
Order. 

Mr. Mason, solicitor for the defence, 
contended that the prosecution had been 
misconceived. He said that under the 
Order labour was frozen with one em- 
ployer. Employees engaged on essential 
work were entitled to a minimum of one 
week’s notice, and the power of dispos- 
ing of their services to the best advan- 
tage of the nation was left by the Govern- 
ment to the employer. The Order 
applied only to workers engaged on non- 
essential and non-scheduled work. 

The magistrate, Mr. McKenna, asked 
why, in those circumstances, the com- 
pany applied for permission to transfer 
the men. 

Mr. Mason ‘said that various Govern- 
ment departments had issued a number 
of directions based on a wrong interpre- 
tation. of the Order. There were in- 
stances in’an explanatory booklet which 
did not agree with what the Courts had 
decided. 

The magistrate said it seemed to him that 
the company had been wrongly advised. 
Tt was difficult to understand why, having 
applied for permission, they transferred 
men without waiting for the answer, and 
then, when permission was refused, they 
did the same thing a short time after- 
wards.
